May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to lay before your Excellency the accompanying tables, concerning 
Irish Agriculture during the year 1886. ° 

The tables relating to the acreage under crops laid before your Excellency in August 
last have been carefully revised, and the figures regarding this subject contained in the 
present Report are as correct as such statistics can reasonably be expected to be. 

I hope early in the approaching year to have all the available details regarding agri- 
culture in Ireland in 1886 fully arranged and submitted to your Excellency in the usual 
annual detailed Report on the Agricultural Statistics of Ireland. 

The acreage under crops in 1886 compared with 1885, shows, in cereal crops, a 
decrease in wheat of 1,471 acres, in oats of 6,886 acres, and in here of 46 acres, but’ in 
barley there is an increase of 2,465 acres, and in rye an increase of 2,177 acres. In 
green crops— potatoes increased by 2,555 acres, turnips by 2,389 acres, and mangel wurzel 
by 234 acres. In other crops— flax increased by 19,743 acres, and hay by 59,441 acres. 
Compared with the average acreage for the ten years 1876-1885 there is a decrease in 
all the principal crops except hay, which increased by 147,394 acres, and flax, in which 
there is an increase of 7,126 acres. Wheat shows a decrease of 56,406 acres, oats a 
decrease of 71,838 acres, and barley a decrease of 27,379 acres, but there is an increase 
of 2,150 acres in rye. Potatoes have decreased by 36, 149 acres, turnips by 13,051 acres 
and mangel wurzel by 5,215 acres. 

The yield per acre of cereal crops in 1886, compared with 1885, exhibits an increase 
in oats of 0'3 cwt., and in here of 0‘4 cwt., while wheat shows a decrease of 0'9 ewt. 
barley of 0'8 cwt., and rye of 1*1 ewt. In other crops— turnips increased by 1'4 tons’ 
mangel wurzel by 0'1 ton, and hay by OH ton. Potatoes show a decrease of 0*7 ton’ 
and flax a decrease of 1’2 stones. The rates for 1886, compared with the average rates 
for the ten years 1876-1885, show an increase in all crops except barley, here, and 
rye, which exhibit a decrease of 0‘2 cwt., 1*2 cwt., and 0'2 cwt. respectively, and 
potatoes, which have the same rate in 1886 as for the average of the ten years. Wheat 
increased by 0'2 cwt., and oats by 0’5 cwt. Turnips show an increase of 1 '2 tons, mangel 
of 0 - 6 ton, flax of 0 - l stone, and hay of O’l ton.

The produce in 1886, as compared with 1885, shows, in cereal crops, an increase m 
oats of 244,936 cwts., and in rye of 16,040 cwts., but there is a decrease in wheat of 
90 062 cwts., and in barley of 111,551 cwts. Potatoes show a decrease of 508,014 tons, 
while there is an increase in turnips of 422,692 tons, and in mangel wurzel of 5,858 tons. 
There is also an increase of 2,801 tons in flax and an increase of 272,637 tons in hay. 

The produce in 1886, as compared with the average produce of the ten years, 1876-1885, 
shows, in cereal crops, a decrease in wheat of 794,570 cwts., in oats of 269,530 cwts., 
in barley of 474,778 cwts., in bere of 3,121 cwts., and an increase in rye of 22,987 cwts. 
In other crops in 1886, as compared with the average, there is an increase of 199,096 
tons in turnips, of 466,587 tons in hay, and of 1,410 tons in flax ; while there is a decrease 
of 95,641 tons in potatoes, and an increase of 44,138 tons in mangel wurzel.

Bee-keeping Statistics for the Season, 1885. — In connexion with the Agricultural 
Statistics for this year, an effort was made to ascertain the extent to which bee-keeping 
is followed in Ireland, and the degree of success attained in this special branch of 
rural economy. 

The inquiry related to the season of 1885, and the copy of the form used for the 
purpose (see page 30), will best explain the portions of the subject over which it extended. 

As this was the first occasion on which any inquiry in relation to this subject was 
made, it can readily be understood that the Returns were in many instances defective ; 
and that, therefore, the results obtained do not set forth the actual facts with that 
accuracy and completeness which may be hoped for in future, now that it is known that 
returns, regarding this question, will be collected each year with the Agricultural 
Statistics, and that the enumerators have according to instructions pointed out to all 
those bee-keepers who had not hitherto kept any records on the subject, the desirability 
of noting the particulars as to which information is required. 

From the Table on page 6 it will be seen that there were 21,327 swarms at work in 
Ireland during the season J 885, of which 6,927 were located in the province of Leinster ; 
6,554 in Munster; 6,440 in Ulster; and 1,406 in Connaught, Of the 21,327 swarms, 
5,283 were at work “in Hives having Movable Frames,” and 16,044 “in other Hives.” 

The quantity of honey produced, according to the Returns, was 302,297 lbs. ; of this, 
89,226 lbs. were produced in the province of Leinster; 103,528 lbs. in Munster; 
83,348 lbs. in Ulster; and 26,195 lbs. in Connaught. Of the 302,297 lbs., 105,414 lbs. 
were produced “ in Hives having Movable Frames,” and 196,883 lbs. “in other Hives.” 
It was stated that 187,481 lbs. was “Run Honey,” and 114,816 lbs. “Section Honey.” 

The average number of lbs. of honey to each hive having a movable frame was, for 
the whole of Ireland 20 lbs. ; in Leinster 19 lbs. ; in Munster 20 lbs. ; in Ulster 20 lbs. ; 
and in Connaught 24 lbs. The average number of lbs. to each of the other hives was, 
for Ireland 12 Tbs. ; in Leinster 11 lbs. ; in Munster 15 lbs. ; in Ulster 11 lbs. ; and in 
Connaught, 16 lbs. The average quantity produced in all hives was, in the whole of 
Ireland, 14 lbs. ; in Leinster it was 13 lbs. ; in Munster, 16 lbs. ; in Ulster, 13 lbs. ; 
and in Connaught, 19 lbs. 

The number of stocks brought through the Winter of 1885-6, amounted to 15,362 ; 
of which 4,493 were in hives having movable frames, and 10,869 in other hives. See 
Table on page 20. 

According to the returns collected there were 7,165 lbs. of wax manufactured in 
1885 ; of which 1,573 lbs. were from hives having movable frames, and 5,592 lbs. from 
other hives.

OF THE 

DISTRICT INSPECTORS OF THE ROYAL IRISH CONSTABULARY AND OF 
THE SERGEANTS OF THE METROPOLITAN POLICE, 

WHO ACTED AS SUPERINTENDENTS OF THE AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS, 


In Reply to a Circular dated October 28th, 1886, on the Probable Cause to which the Good 
or Bad Yield of the Various Crops in each of their Districts may be attributed. 


PROVINCE OF LEINSTER. 


Carlow County. Bagnalstown D. — The com crop 
was an abundant one, but was badly saved on account 
of the wetness cf the season. Barley, which is much 
grown in this neighbourhood, is almost unsaleable 
through being damaged and unsuitable for malting. 
Potatoes, though showing a fair average, are getting 
diseased, and will, it is considered, be a bad crop 
through the continued wet weather. Carlow D . — 
The favourable season had much to do with the good 
hay crop and harvest this year. The produce of the 
various crops was decidedly good. 

Dublin County. Clontarf D.— I believe the good 
yield this year is attributable to the generally favour- 
able season. College-street D. — The average is the 
same as last year, except meadow, which is something 
better than last year. They attribute it to the wet 
season. Dv/ndrum D. — In this very favoured dis- 

trict, so convenient to good markets and every facility 
for obtaining manure, few remarks are necessary. The 
crops, as far as I can judge, are all fully average. The 
grain crop, not extensively sown, very good both in 
quantity and quality, of corn and straw. Meadows, I 
should say, more than average, and well saved. Green 
crops also good. Potatoes, a very promising crop, but 
. — from the heavy rainfall the last month — not dug in 
many places. Indeed, this crop was particularly late 
this season. I anticipate a good yield, even allowing 
for the heavy loss from most unseasonable weather 
when saving. Even here I hear many farmers bewail- 
ing the deterioration of the land, and ascribing it to— 
I believe the true cause — the inordinate use of special 
manures on the tillage land, without the good farm- 
yard manure, as formerly used. The unbroken graz- 
ing and dairy lands suffer in the same way from want 
of top-dressing or care of any kind. Of late years the 
very high price of straw tempted the sale to the 
detriment of the land, and the cattle, which are often 
short of provender in consequence of this very fatal 
policy of selling the straw. Kingstown D. — From 
inquiries made by the enumerators from the principal . 
land-holders in my district, there are no complaints, 
except that the potato crop is not so good as in latter 
years, owing to the lateness of the season and dry 
weather. Lucan D. — I have nothing unusual to 
observe as to the produce returns of this district. 
Rathmines D. — The yield of the crops in general is 
better this season than last. Hay is considerably 
better ; turnips a much better crop ; mangel wurzel 
also better. Potatoes of every description better than 
last year, except Skerry blues, which are now rarely 
planted in this district. Cabbage is a good crop this 
season. Oats and wheat are better, and green vetches 
for feeding purposes have been an exceptionally good 
crop this year. The farmers and growers say that the ' 
probable cause of the crops being better this season than 
last is that this season has been very favourable to the 
growth of every description or kind of crop. The 


average yield of the crops in this district will be a bad b E0V incb oi 
guide to the general yield throughout the country, as Lbinstbk. 

the crops are specially grown here to supply the 

Dublin market. 

Kildare County. Atliy D. — Hay, oats, and barley 
are good crops generally throughout this district, at- 
tributable to favourable season at growing period, the 
spring being a late one. Turnips, mangolds, and carrots 
were good crops, moisture and heat suiting at growing 
period. Potatoes are not so good a crop as last year, 
the yield generally lighter and the quality not so 
good — too much rain for past few months. Kildare D. 

— Produce of all kinds abundant, but difficult to save 
owing to the unsettled weather. Naas D. — On the 
whole the crops in this district have been very fair. 

The hay crop was very good, but bad weather some- 
what interfered with its being well saved, still hay is 
plentiful and cheap. The potato crop promised very 
well, but the late wet weather has done it very consider- 
able damage. The corn crops were on the average good 
and have been saved in fair order. The root crops 
are all good. The wet weather this summer has greatly 
damaged what would have been otherwise a very 
good yield of every description of crop. Robertstown 
D . — I attribute the heayy yield of hay to the favour- 
able rains which fell in spring, and the season also 
generally favoured potatoes, which are a good average 
crop. Oats suffered a good deal by the late rain, and 
the green crops were favoured by them on the other 
hand. 

Kilkenny County. Callan D. — The yield of the 
various crops in this district is below the average. I 
think that this is attributable to no other cause than 
unfavourable weather ; the spring was cold and late ; 
the early summer was so dry that the crops made 
very little growth, and from early in July up to the 
present time there has been almost constant wet 
weather, and in consequence the harvesting of the 
crops has been greatly interfered with. Of the cereals, 
wheat has suffered least and barley most, the rain at 
time of harvest having in many cases rendered the 
latter crop almost valueless. Early hay-crops were 
very good and well-saved, but the late crops were 
generally lost, the weather being too wet to save 
them. The potato crop, although not up to the 
average of recent years, is pretty good, and there has 
been very little disease. Castlecomer D. — All the 
crops, both cereal and root, are this year below the 
average both in yield and quality — but especially in 
the latter. The potato crop has been greatly injured 
by the almost constant wet weather which has pre- 
vailed from middle of J uly up to the present. Barley 
has also suffered severely from same cause, and the 
price for it is unprecedentedly low, and in many in- 
stances it is unsaleable. First-crop hay is a fairly good 
crop both in yield and quality, but old meadow hay 
has been greatly injured, and in some instances com- 
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Province or

pletely ruined by tlie incessant wet weather. Turnips 
and mangolds are also below the average from same 
reason, and weather previous to July having been, on 
the contrary, dry and rather harsh. Oats have not 
suffered so much, but are below the average. Prior to 
the middle of July all the crops, except perhaps turnips, 
were most luxuriant in growth and condition, and 
promised to be much above the average ; but'the sub- 
sequent inclement weather was disastrous. A con- 
siderable factor in the case is the imperfect method of 
farming pursued by many farmers, and their neglect to 
properly drain their land, and to keep the drains and 
ditches properly cleansed. Johnstown D. — I beg tq 
state that as the result of my inquiries, I understand 
that the yield of the various crops is below the average 
both in quantity and quality this year, and that this 
is due to the wet weather during the autumn. Kil- 
kenny D. — The actual yield of all crops appears to 
have been up to or over the average. The grain crops 
were much injured by the bad harvest weather. Barley 
especially is almost unsaleable. Prices all round are 
low. Pilltown D. — The bad yield of crops this year 
has been caused by the extreme wetness of the season. 
Oats appears a fair crop, but it would be better had the 
year not been altogether Sb wet. Hay was a good 
crop, but the season being wet at time of saving it, it is 
much damaged. In general, crops are not up to the 
average this year, owing to the unfavourableriess of 
the season. Thoinastown D. — The com crop in this 
district, though heavy, is in many instances of but 
little value on account of its being rotted by the con- 
tinuous rain during the harvest. With regard to the 
potato crop, the quality is also inferior owing to the 
constant rain for the last* few months. 

King’s County. Edenderry D. — The good yield 
of crops must be attributed to the favourable state 
of the weather in the early part of the season. Fer- 
bane D. — There is a very fair average yield of the 
various crops throughout this district, owing to the 
season being favourable and the entire absence of 
disease or blight. Parsonstown D. — There appears 
to have been a good yield of almost every description 
of crops this year, due apparently to fine weather in 
August and September. Shinrone D. — The yield of 
crops this year was veiy fair, and would have been 
much better but for the almost incessant rain in the 
harvest time, which did an immensity of damage, 
particularly to the hay crop. Tullamor e D. — The 
produce of the various crops is under the average, 
which I believe is attributable to the wet season. 


this year as it was last year. This falling off is at- 
tributed to the more than average fall of rain this year, 
especially in the spring of the year, which caused the 
crops to be planted later than usual. Dundalk D . — 
The yield this year has been quite up to the average 
as regards all crops grown in this distinct. 

Meath County. Athboy D. — The crops this year 
are fairly good. First crop hay was very good and 
plenty and well saved. Old meadow hay was a good 
crop, but very badly saved owing to the broken weather 
in July. The crop of oats is very good, but has suf- 
fered greatly from wet ; that is to say, the supply is 
good but the quality is poor. Turnips and other roots 
are, I believe, fairly good, and there was a good crop 
of potatoes. Prices of hay, straw and oats are very 
low, owing to the large yield and, pei - haps, to the fact 
that they suffered from rain. Dunshaughlin D . — I 
consider all the crops about hero to have been more 
than an average yield, owing to the favourable seasons. 
Kells D. — There has been a very large yield of all the 
crops. The number of barrels of oats per acre far ex- 
ceeds other years, and oats are very cheap. Potatoes 
and turnips are also very good, and first crop hay was 
saved in extraordinarily good weather, and is very good 
everywhere. Nava/n D. — I consider the crops this 
year somewhat below the average, in consequence of 
the wet summer and autumn. A great deal of com 
has been much injured by rain, and the late meadows 
have been also damaged by the wet. The potatoes 
also have suffered severely, the incessant moisture 
having produced disease. Slane D. — The yield of 
every kind of crop, except potatoes, was this year a 
fair average. The wet weather of the last two months 
is considered to be the main cause of a bad yield of 
potatoes. Further, I beg to state that in this district 
I find it is the custom not to dig the potato crop gene- 
rally until the end of October, whereas in the North 
of Ireland potatoes are all gathered in at that time. 
This late digging may have something to say to the 
bad yield. Trim D. — On the whole the crops in this 
district have been good this season. Green crops 
especially are good, owing to the season at sowing time 
having been suitable. Hay appears to be a light crop, 
but most of the land is old pasture. Oats are good, 
although the wet of last month was unfavourable, and 
in some instances have suffered owing to formers allow- 
ing them to remain stacked in fields too long. Potatoes" 
have suffered from recent wet, but, on the whole, are 
a good crop. 


Longford County. Ballymahon D. — On the whole, 
crops of all sorts were a success and up to the average. 
Upland hay was particularly good, and good weather 
for rearing it was experienced. Old meadow hay 
suffered from the wet weather. Oats have proved a 
good crop, with plenty of straw. Potatoes have 
suffered from the rain of the past month, but not to 
any great extent. Turnips are a success. Grcmard 
D. — The yield of the various crops in this district 
has been good. The hay, though plentiful, is, owing 
to unfavourable weather, not as good as usual. Long- 
ford 2 >.— The yield of crops this year has been very 
good, owing to a most favourable season. The great 
difficulty the farmers had to contend with was the 
wet weather at the period for saving the late hay crop 
and harvest. 

Louth County. Ardee D. — The hay crop has 
been very plentiful this yeai-, probably owing to the 
dampness of the season. The barley crop is bad, 
straw short and yield very poor. The oat crop is very 
fair, yield good and straw long. The potato crop is 
an average one, but there is a good deal of disease. 
The turnip crop has been exceptionally good. The 
season, on the whole, was damp, which had an inju- 
rious effect, on the potato crop, but, on the other hand, 
was favourable to the turnip crop. Drogheda D. — The 
yield in potatoes, wheat, barley and oats is not as good 


Queen’s County. Abbeyleix D. — I believe the 
various crops this year are a fair average on former 
years, but the quality of oats, barley, and wheat is not 
so good, owing to the wet season, and consequently 
the price is low. The potato crop is not so good as in 
former years, owing to the wet season, at least to the 
time the wet season commenced. The early meadows 
a good crop, the difficulty of saving late meadows de- 
teriorated the quality. Turf has been fairly well 
saved and is plentiful. All green crops are very good. 
Ballylinan D. — The crops of various kinds are good 
this year ; most of them have been well saved, though 
latterly under some difficulty, owing to the weather 
having broken. There are some portions still lying 
ou,t on the fields unsaved, owing partly to the weather, 
but principally to the neglect and carelessness of the 
owners, 1 coupled with their objection to hire labourers 
to help to save the crops while the weather was fine. 
Maryborough D. — The yield in oats and barley is de- 
cidedly above the average this year, which is accounted 
for by the favourable season. The same may be said 
of the hay, turnip and mangel wurzel crops. But 
there is a falling off in the potatoes. This is attribut- 
able to the late spring, and the champions are begin- 
ning to show symptoms of blight very generally, and 
to a large extent in some localities. Mountrath D . — 
The harvest is considered a very fair one — the corn 
crops in particular mowing to the weather being favour- 
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able. Hay is also an abundant crop, and •would be 
better but the end of autumn became wet, and there 
was a difficulty in saving it. Root crops are also good, 
the season being favourable. The potatoes are not as 
good in general as in former years, the spring being 
wet, and, besides, it is thought the champion is begin- 
ning to fail, and that a change of seed would be desirable. 

Westmeath County. BalVynaca/rrigy D. — The 
potato crop is a bad one this year in this locality, and 
I attribute it to the large quantity of rain in the 
months of July, August and September. A similar 
cause affected the hay crop, and it is very bad, except 
the first-crop hay, which was cut in the early season. 
The turnip crop is a good one as the season assisted 
it. Gastlepollard D. — The crops in this district have 
been fair ; individual crops have been very bad, but 
have been counterbalanced by some exceedingly good 
ones. The above remarks apply to roots, potatoes, 
hay and oats. But for the very wet season they 
would have been excellent yields. Del/oin D. — The 
rates of produce are about the same as last year, ex- 
cept the potato crop, which is not so good, owing to 
the wet season. The champions are best, as a great 
deal of the other sorts blackened and rotted. Kil- 
beggan D.— I beg to report that all the crops grown 
in this district have been of full average, especially 
the hay crop, which may be attributed to the fine- 
ness of the season. Moate D. — All the crops in this 
district were fairly good with the exception of the 
potato crop, which is a good deal below the average, 
owing to the damp and mild summer. Mullingwr D. 
— The yield of com crops is small, owing to the wet 
weather not bringing them to maturity. The root 
crops average fairly, and I have no observation to 
make regarding them. There was a fine crop of hay 
in this district, but it was rendered very bad, in con- 
sequence of the wet weather, while saving it. Also 
there are some hundreds of acres of meadow in this 
district that were put up for auction and no price was 
offered for it, and it remains still on the ground un- 
cut. 

Wexford County. Enniscwthy D. — The poor 
yield of crops this year is to be attributed solely to the 
unfavourable weather that came at the critical time 
of ripening, and afterwards when saving the crops. 
_ Gorey D. —The summer just past has been a trying 
one in this part of the country ; the spring was very 
late indeed, much com not being sown till weeks 
later than the proper and usual period. Notwithstand- 
ing a period of great heat in June, harvest began very 
late, and before much of the com was secured the 
weather became very changeable, sometimes wet for 


days together. Much corn was left out in stook till Province or 

October, and a little is even yet in the fields. Hay Leinster. 

was a very fine crop, but most difficult to save ; there 1 

is not much of good quality, a good deal is still in the 

fields in cocks, a large percentage of which must be 

good for nothing as cattle food. The potato crop will 

probably be fair ; I don’t hear complaints of disease, 

but the larger part of the crop is still undug. The 

price of homed cattle has been low all the year, but 

sheep had a very marked rise in value some three 

months ago, which continues, though they are not 

quite so high as at one time. New Boss D . — 

The potato crop is fair, but getting rather too much 
wet ; turnips are good. The grain crop has not been 
good, owing to the very wet harvest season. Taghmon 
D . — I believe the yield is not good owing to the 
wet season. Wexford D . — The hay yield has been 
variable in this district, the weather being not favour- 
able, but I consider the farmers generally waste their 
opportunities of saving their crops when the weather 
improves. Some farmers have their hay perfectly 
saved and a good crop, and their neighbours months 
later had their hay still on the fields trying to dry it. 

The oat crop, I should say, has been under estimated, 
but the quality is not good, owing to the great 
amount of rain which fell in September from 1st to 
15th. 

Wicklow County. Bray D. — I beg to say that 
I cannot see any special cause for the good average 
yield of crops this year, beyond the fact that the spring 
was favourable to such ; and on the whole the summer 
was reasonably good. Dunlavin D. — The crops in this 
district are below the average this yeai’, owing it is 
said to the season being so wet. Tinahely 1. — The 
crops of oats, wheat, and barley (very little of the two 
latter in this district) yielded fairly, but they were not 
as well saved as in previous years owing to the un- 
usually wet weather. The potato crop was not nearly 
so good as last year, either in quantity or quality, in 
consequence of the cool wet summer. Turnips, mangel- 
wurzel, carrots, and cabbage crops yielded well, as the 
damp autumn was favourable for them. The first and 
second crops of hay have yielded well, and were well 
saved ; but hay that has been cut since 1st of August has 
been very badly saved owing to the wet weather. Wick- 
low D. — I beg to state, although the harvest generally is 
not below the average ; the potato crop is neither good 
nor plentiful owing to inclement weather and the fact 
of the blight having set in rather earlier than usual. 

The rains have considerably injured the corn crops, 
but the hay has been good and plentiful, and cheaper 
than for some years owing to the favourable weather 
in the early part of the season.

The cereal crops have 
been unusually late this year, as may be seen by the 
quantity of oats lying out on the fields, in some places, 
up to the middle of the present month, and this is at- 
tributed to the inclemency of the weather, which has 
deteriorated the produce of all crops. The potatoes 
appeared promising in the beginning of the season, but 
the wet weather, which set in simultaneously with the 
blight, caused the stalks to wither and the potatoes to 
blacken prematurely, especially in low lands. 

Tipperary County, N.R. Borrisokane D. — The 
potato crop was very deficient in comparison with the 
last two years, owing to the fact that the disease 
appeared much earlier than usual, and before the 
plants were properly matured. Turnips were also 
deficient, probably owing to the fact that the weather 
at the time of sowing (June) was too dry. Hay 
was exceptionally good, owing to weather being 
suitable. Oats Crop rather below the average, 
owing to bad weather. Barley and other minor crops 
average. Nenagh D. — All crops gave a fair average 
yield except the potato, which has proved very un-

Thurles 
D . — The yield of grain crops this year is considered 
good, but the quality inferior on account of the very 
wet season. The same may, I believe, be said of the 
green crops. 

Tipperary County, S.R. Ballynonty D. — The 
yield of the different crops in this locality has been fairly 
good this year, but from the continued wet weather the 
corn, &e., did not ripen evenly, and a great deal was left 
on the ground shaken by the storm. Potatoes have not 
done well except in dry ground, and are generally soft 
and bad for use. A large amount of hay has been lost 
this year for want of good weather to save it ; in many 
instances it is lying rotten on the meadows, and only 
fit for manure. Cahir D. — The hay, oat and potato 
crops are not as good as in previous years owing to the 
season being so wet. There is hay uncut yet in this 
county, and more lying on the swarth. C arri ck-on -Suir 
D. — There has been a good yield of the various crops 
this year, but large quantities of hay, oats and pota- 
toes have been injured by the very wet weather during . 
the autumn. Cashel D. — The yield has been of an 
average nature requiring no special explanation. The 
crops, however, received great damage in collection, 
from the unfavourable weather prevailing during 
harvest time. Clonmel D. — The crops generally pro- 
mised to be very good this year, but those that 
would be liable to injury from excessive rain have been 
much deteriorated by the heavy rainfall during the 
last two months. Dundrum D. — Good yield of hay 
crop was caused by the constant moisture of the summer. 

Same remark applies to turnips and oats. Potatoes 
not so plentiful, as the spring was unfavourable for 
setting in most places. Tipperary D. — The yield of 
all crops was very good up to harvest time, but the 
weather has since been so bad that a great deal of hay, 
corn, and potatoes have been lost. The rain fall has 
been exceptionally heavy. The rain fall which took 
place in the early summer caused the plentiful yield 
of hay and com. 

Waterford County. Cappoquin D. — I beg to state 
that had it not been for the very wet season the crops 
in this district would have been very good, both in 
quantity and quality. As it is the crops turned out 
badly, the oats especially being a failure, the wind and 
wet in the first instance prevented them ripening pro- 
perly, and afterwards when cut prevented the crop 
being properly saved. Dungarvan D. — The season 
here was bad, and although the oats crop was good 
average, the severe wet weather during the harvest 
prevented it from being safely saved. Other crops 
average. Potatoes I believe under the average in 
quality. I think one reason is that the Champion seed 
seems to be gradually degenerating in vigour. Port- 
law D. — With the exception of wheat, very little of 
which is sown in this district, there is an almost general 
decrease in the produce of all crops owing to the ex- 
cessively wet weather during the months of July, 

August and September. The heavy rain lodged the 
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oats and prevented it from coming to perfection. A 
large proportion of the potato crop rotted m t e 
ground from the same cause, even the mangel and 
turnip crops suffered from too much rain, as they threw 
up too much top. The yield of hay was good but 
nearly half the crop was lost owing to the wet weather. 
The quality as well as the quantity of every crop was 


inferior. All with whom I have conversed on the sub- 
ject attribute this to the wet season. Waterford D . — 
The yield from the various crops grown in this dis- 
trict this year was poor, caused principally by very un- 
favourable weather. I believe the land in many places 
has become deteriorated of late years in consequence 
of the use of too much artificial manures.

Antrim County. Antrim D. — The general produce of 
the several crops in this district appears to me to be very 
satisfactory, and the large yield is owing to the favour- 
able weather which prevailed while they were growing. 
Ballymena D.—As a rule throughout this district the 
average rates of produce are much the same as last 
year. ° The potato crop is somewhat below the average 
of last year, which is attributed to the lateness of the 
spring and the blight coming on this season while the 
crop was yet young and unmatured. Oats is yielding 
much better in every case where the land had been 
limed. Ballymoney D. — The potato crop is about one- 
third under last year’s yield, attributed to the spring 
being late and wet. Hay and flax somewhat better 
yield than last year, caused by dampness of season. 
Oats also better than last year resulting from the 
weather being favourable about ripening time. The 
other crops are not marked by any increase or decrease 
from that of last year. Belfast, South, D. — The crops 
generally were average. The weather was cold in the 
early part of the summer, and the cereal crops were 
’ate, but plentiful. Carrickfergus D. — The rates of 
produce for the several electoral divisions in this dis- 
trict are rather below the average, owing principally 
to the wet cold seed time and spring. Lisburn D . — 
The cause of the good yield all round is owing to the 
exceedingly fair weather during harvest time. 

Armagh County. Armagh D.— The yield of the 
various crops in this district was about the average 
which may be attributed to the weather having been 
favourable for the growth of crops in general. Lurgan 

J). I beg to report that the bad yield is attributable 

to the wet season. Newry D. — The crops through 
the district were a good average, but the late part of 
the harvest was most unfavourable for the gathering 
in of them. Portadown L . — The hay crop is more 
than an average on former years, in some part of this 
district, and is attributable to the fine harvest weather, 
potatoes are also a good crop, but in consequence of 
the late storm and rains, a large quantity of them are 
rotting in the ground.

Bailieborough D. — There is a good 
crop of hay this season, and generally well saved in 
this district. Turf is also good, the early part of the 
season being favourable to the saving of turf. Potatoes 
are a very fair crop ; they promised well in the early 
part of the season, but the wet in the latter part 
was unfavourable to yield ; it has also been mentioned 
to me that the champion seed is getting worn out 
from being sown year after year if not in the same 
ground, generally in the same locality. There was 
much difficulty in getting the oat crop saved, the 
yield will not be good owing to the very wet weather ; 
in many places the grain did not fill properly and 
there is much of it out in the country yet owing to 
the wet, and the inability of the owners to get it dried 
and brought into the farm-yard. Flax did very well ; 
it is generally considered a fair crop. Turnips and 
cabbage are doing also fairly. Ballyjcmesduff D. — T 
think there would have been a good yield from the 
crops in this district only for the great quantity of 
rain which fell during the last two months. The 
rain retarded the ripening of the crops, and interfered 
very much with the ingathering. Considerable quan- 
tities of hay and oats have been injured, specially in

low lyi ng land, and the quality has been seriously 
affected. ° There is not near so good a yield from 
potatoes as there was last year, and the quality is not 
so good. Very little wheat is sown in this district. 
Flax has yielded very fairly. Turnips are a fair crop, 
but I am informed they would have been better only 
for the adverse season. Very little mangolds have 
been sown, but they have turned out a very fair crop. 
There is a large quantity of hay in the district, but 
much of it has been seriously injured by rain. Cavan 
J). There was a very good yield of hay, oats, and pota- 

toes owing mainly to the favourable spring, much 
of these crops has, however, been lost in this district 
through the recent floods. Killeshandra D . — The 
crops, especially potatoes and other roots, are up to 
the average. The recent rains have caused great 
destruction in the low-lying parts of this district, and 
many of the people residing there will be in a state of 
great poverty during the coming winter. Swanlinbar 
J ). — The yield in oats and potatoes in this district 
has been bad this year, owing to the wet and unfavour- 
able weather. The yield in other crops has, however, 
been quite equal to the average. 

Donegal County. Ardara D . — I beg to state that 
this district is very mountainous, and the land is very 
cold and wet, consequently the increase or decrease in 
the yield of crops altogether depends on the season. 
This being a favourable season of good weather, there 
was a little increase in the crops. Ballyshannon D. 
— The average produce, in this district, of the different 
crops is about the same yield as last year. I beg to 
add, so far as yet known, no failure in the potato 
crop has been observed. Buncrana D . — Crops 
generally fair, owing to favourable weather, wet and 
dry alternating favourably. Dunfanaghy D . — The 
crops in this district are above the average, owing to 
favourable spring and harvest weather. Some 
farmers of experience assert that a late fall of snow, 
such as in last spring, is serviceable. Dunglow D . — 
The crops in this locality have been better this year 
Khan they have been for some years, in consequence of 
the favourable season. Letterkenny D . — The crops 
generally are very fair this year. The potato crop is 
not quite so good as last year, owing, it is said, to 
some frost and unfavourable winds in the month of 
July, and also to rather much wet weather during the 
said time. Moville D . — There seems to have been a 
considerable falling off in the yield of champion 
potatoes towards last year’s produce. I can’t say to 
what attributable. Other produce has been a fairly 
good crop. Baphoe jD. —In this country the cropp 
have generally been of a fair average quality, but 
owing to the heavy rains in the latter end of April, 
they were rather late and uneven in all the damp, 
weighty land. The summer was very favourable, and 
this proved most beneficial to all the crops cultivated 
in this district. There is nothing in the nature of 
the weather so beneficial for the potato and oat crops 
in this country as a dry, warm summer. However, 
these facts are generally well known, and I am unable 
to add anything that would be interesting on the 
subject. Rathmullan D . — The cause of bad yield and 
bad nature of potato crop is due to wet weather in 
this almost incessantly rainy climate, very bad land, 
and general carelessness in agricultural work. 

Down County. Baribridge D. — The yield of nearly 
all crops in this district has been fully up to the aver- 
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age. Notwithstanding a very late and inclement 
spring, and the consequent difficulty of sowing in good 
time, the usual crops reared in this district were 
abundant and healthy. Were it not for the want of 
heat' during the summer and the commencement of 
autumn the crops would have been more than average, 
and under this head I include oats, hay, wheat, tur- 
nips, potatoes, and flax. The latter crop was excep- 
tionally good, as the continual damp weather suited it. 
The harvest was unusually late, owing to a bad ripening 
season, and unless those who had small farms and a 
good supply of workers, in most cases the good promise 
was not realised, owing to the very inclement weather, 
and people found it impossible to save their crops dry. 
Downpatrick D.— The bad yield of the various crops 
arose in consequence of the late spring and harvest. 
Newtownards D. — Hay crop has been an abundant 
one, quality generally good, and more than an average 
crop. A good deal of the later crops were badly saved, 
owing to bad weather. The cereal crops, oats and 
wheat, more than an average crop, particularly as re- 
gards the oat crop ; but I regret to say a large propor- 
tion of the cereal crops have been seriously injured by 
the wet weather prevailing during the time of harvest. 
There is not much barley grown in the Ards district, 
Same remarks as to yield would apply as to oats and 
wheat. The potato crop abundant, but quality not at 
all as good as last year’s, owing to the excessive 
moisture. The turnip crop is a really good one in 
yield and quality. There is not very much flax grown 
in Ards district, but I think the return was fully an 
average one. If the season of harvest had been blessed 
with fine weather, the cereal crops, oats and wheat 
(principally grown in this district), would have been 
splended, as the yield was very good; but unfortu- 
nately, as I said before, a great deal of corn has been 
seriously damaged from the excessive and almost con- 
tinuous rain. Rathfryland D. — The crop was, on the 
whole, a fair one, but that it would have been better 
but for the late spring, and the heavy rain which fell 
lately injured the outstanding corn crop. 

Fermanagh County. Derrygormelly D. — On the 
whole, the yield of the various crops this season was 
up to a very good average. The quality of the potato 
crop is not at all as good, as that of last year, a fact 
that may be attributed to the wetness of the early 
part of the spring of ’86 and the sharp frosts of the 
month of May. On account of the recent disastrous 
storm and floods oats, which at first promised well, 
were greatly damaged. These are the principal crops 
of t his district. Enniskillen D. — As a rule there has 
been a very good harvest this year, owing to the 
favourable weather during the summer. There is a 
good crop of potatoes. A good deal of hay and corn 
which was not gathered in in the low lying lands was 
destroyed by the late floods, causing serious loss to 
some farmers. Kesh D. — Ihe principal crops in this 
district consists of flax, oats, potatoes, and rye. The 
cereal crops in general were well up to the average, 
but in many places were not properly saved, in conse- 
quence of the harvest being unusually late here, and 
the weather very unfavourable to those who cut early. 
The potato crop is not as good as last year, disease 
having appeared over a large area. I believe this 
to be due to their being left too long in the 
ground during wet weather, through the neces- 
sity of first saving the cereal crop. Flax, one 
of the principal productions, is above the aver- 
age, in consequence of the favourable summer. 
Lisnaskea D. — The crops this year have been on the 
whole a fair average, the hay crops being much 
over average. Potatoes slightly under last year’s 
crop, but still a fair crop. Mangolds, turnips, and cab- 
bage a fair crop. Oats rather under average. No 
other corn crops grown extensively in this district. 
There is a considerable amount of badly saved hay 
in the country owing to the wet weather in August 
and September, and I believe the constant rain and 
want of sunshine in August and September is the 


cause of the deficiency in the oats crop, a large amount Provincb or 
of which has also been badly damaged by rain and the Ulster. 
recent storms. This year has been an excellent one “ “ 

for grass. For a long time I have not seen cattle in 
such good condition at this time of year as I see them 
at present in every fair. A considerable demand has 
sprung up for store cattle and springers, and milch 
cattle genei’ally are deal', butter commanding a good 
price. 

Londonderry County. Coleraine D. — The yield 
of the various crops this year differs little from last 
year, except the potatoes, which are not so good, owing 
to the wetness of the season when planting, and a 
slight failure which set in about the latter part of 
their growth. Li/mmady D. — The crops in general 
have been fairly good, and, on the whole, up to the 
average. The potato crop is hardly as good' as it was 
last year, owing, it is believed, to the lateness of the 
spring. The grain and turnip crops are something 
better than usual, owing to the favourable weather in 
the months of May and June, and the same remark 
applies to the flax and hay crops. Londonderry D . — 

The crops were rather good and pretty well saved ; 
the weather was generally favourable. Magherafelt D. 

— With the exception of the potato crop the crops in 
this district are about the same as in former years. 

The bad potato crop of this season is to be attributed 
to the very unfavourable weather at the end of the 
season, which hindered the crop coming to maturity. 

Monaghan County. Carrickmacross D. — I beg 
to say that the yield in the potato crop is 
deficient, as compared 'with last year, owing 
to the early appearance of the . blight. The 
oat crop is bad and grain soft, owing to the excessive 
wetness of the season. Hay is a good average crop, 
though in many cases it has not been well saved. 

Turnip crop bad and small, owing to absence of heat. 

Clones D. — There was an indifferent yield this year 
in this part of the country, owing to a late spring and 
wet harvest. In the southern and midland counties 
the farmers were threshing the corn before they began 
to cut it here. Monaghan D. — The yield of the 
potato and oats crop is far short of what it was last 
year. This is owing to the late spring, too much 
rain during the summer, and a want of ripening in 
the autumn. The heavy rain of last month had the 
effect of diminishing the oats crop considerably, and 
damaging the potato crop. Turnips, mangolds, and 
flax are a fair average crop. Hay is a good crop, but 
owing to the very wet weather it has been badly 
saved. 

Tyrone County. Auglmacloy D. — The yield of 
crops in this district, as compared with other years, 
is affected only by climatic conditions. In comparison 
of localities there is a more careful system of farming, 
and greater variety of crops, than in many districts I 
know of. Nevertheless, the system of farming is very 
detective. The soil, in many instances, is not tilled 
to a profitable depth, and the prevention of seeding 
of weeds not attended to. On the smaller holdings 
the want of a combination of lesser industries to fill 
up days and hours unsuitable tor agricultural work is a 
great blot. A great deal might be done to remedy 
this by the establishment of local societies in very 
restricted areas, say, as a rule, by parishes. Some 
money judiciously spent by Government in fostering 
' these would not be lost. For instance the sending 
round of competent judges to award the prizes, and 
prizes offered for particular crops for a few years, 
until the best conditions of success were understood, 
would be a great stimulus to industry, and tend to 
take the people out of a wrong groove. Of course it 
is not within the limits of a report like this 
to enter into full details, but it is clear 
to me that the large central exhibitions do not 
bring home to the people, who want it most, 
the possibilities of improving their position. 
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Province of Cookstown D. — The cereal crops in this district were 
.Ulster. fair. The yield would have been better had it not 
been for the bad harvest weather, and consequent in- 
ability to save the crops. The potato crop was below 
the average, the falling off being due to the bad wea- 
ther at planting time, and the early appearance of the 
blight before the crop had come to maturity. Dun- 
gannon D. — Owing to the wet season, the corn crop 
is not as good as usual, especially any of it which was 
late. The potato crop is a fair one, but not as good 
as last year. The hay crop is very good. The root 
crops (mangold and turnips) are generally good. 
Newtoionstewart D. — It is hard to give any specific 


reason for the good or bad yield, further than the fa 
vourable or unfavourable state of the weather. There 
is very little change in the method of farming each 
year about here. The early part of the year was 
favourable to grass and grain crops, but the latter part 
was unfavourable to potatoes, owing to the heavy 
rain. Omagh D. — The crops are all, I believe, of a 
fair average return, owing to good weather. Strabane 
D. — The crops in this district have been, on the 
whole, a fair average of former years, but the potatoes 
are not either as good in quality or quantity as they 
were last year. The prices for marketable commodi- 
ties are much reduced. 


PROVINCE OP CONNAUGHT. 


Province of 
Connaught. 


Galavay County. — Athenry D. — The average rates 
of produce of the various crops in this district have been 
very fair this year, and I am of opinion the good yield 
is due to the favourable weather. Ballinasloe D . — 
The bad yield in the potatoes is attributable to late 
sowing in the spring, a moist season, and using the 
same seed as last year. It is considered the blight set 
in close on a month earlier this than last year. Oats 
is not up to the average owing to moisture. Hay, 
turnips, and mangels over the average, attributable to 
a “dropping” season. Very little of the other crops 
are sown in this locality. Cli/den D. — This is a very 
poor district, and the chief crop grown is potatoes, 
which, I hear, is an excellent crop this season, which 
is attributed to the distribution of seed potatoes last 
spring by Mr. Tuke. Cloonbur D. — The yield of the 
various crops in this district has on the whole been good, 
which in a great measure has been caused by the favour- 
able weather we have had. I am also of opinion that 
more cafe has been taken in the tillage, &c. Dunmore D. 
— The generally wet season up to the present, has I am 
informed injuriously affected the oat and potato crops 
— the staple ones of the country. Nothing specially 
I believe to be said in the cases of other crops generally. 
Galway D. — The yield in the several crops is bad 
as a general rule, and is attributed to the cold wet 
season, which followed the severe frost in the spring. 
Gort D. — The chief crops in this district are oats, hay, 
potatoes, all of which have yielded remarkably well in 
this district. The very best oats are from 8s 4 d to 8s 
10c?. a ban-el ; best first-crop ryegrass hay, for horses, 
can be got for Is 1(M per cwt. ; potatoes of excellent 
quality are also sold here from 2f d. to 3d. per stone. 
Barley is sparsely grown and the crop is good. Man- 
golds, turnips, carrots, and green crops generally have 
yielded well. There has been no sign of blight or 
other disease, and the harvest generally has been as 
good as the most exacting farmers could look for. The 
hay in this district was nearly all saved before the 
rains. Letterfrack D. — The good yield of the various 
crops in this district is due to the rather favourable 
weather we have had this last summer and autumn, 
and in the potato crop to the large quantity of fresh 
seed imported into the country. Loughrea D. — In 
some of the electoral divisions in this district the 
average produce is not very good, owing to late sow- 
ings. Where guano was used the produce was poor as 
regards the potato crop. I believe that a change of 
seed is always beneficial. I am informed that the 
champion seed potato is deteriorating but on the 
whole there was a fan- average yield this year. 
Moylough D. — The crops in this district — hay ex- 
cepted — are not so abundant as they were last year, 
and the cause I attribute to unfavourable weather 
during last spring, at seed time. However, on the 
whole, the crops, I think, come very near a fair aver- 
age. For the hay crop the weather was favourable 
nut.il towards the end of the season, when rain set in, 
owing to which the quality of hay of late meadows 
suffered considerably. The crop is abundant, and 
hay is much cheaper in this district than it has been 


for some years past. From 10 to 15 per cent, of the 
potatoes are diseased, and the yield is not so good as 
last year. Turnips and mangolds have done fairly 
well this year in this district. Oughtercvrd D.— The 
probable cause which principally renders the yield ot 
crops in this district bad is the excessive rainfall. 

P ortumna D. — The crops are of average quality and 
quantity this year, and call for no special observations. 
Roundstone D. — The various crops in this District, 
especially the potato crap, promised to be an un- 
usually good one this year, but owing to continued 
wet weather, late in the season, they did not give as 
good a yield as was expected. The small farmers in 
this part of the coimtry do not seem to understand 
anything about the rotation of crops and so do not 
get as much value out of the land as they might. 
Spiddle D. — In Kilmurvey, Arran Island, the potato 
yield has been unsatisfactory, partly, I believe, from 
an inferior quality of seed as well as the natural 
poverty of the soil. The crops in other parts of the 
District appear to be normal. Timm D. — The dim- 
inution in the yield of potatoes this year as compared 
with 1885, is due to the web spring which seriously 
affected the heavy lands; the crops on light lands, 
well manured and got in early, are very good. The 
same reason applies to the cereal crops. 

Leitrim County. Ballinamore D. — The crops in 
this district are not generally as good as in former 
years. This may be attributed to the very wet weather 
which has been experienced here for the last two or 
three months. Carrick-on-Shannon D. — The only 
reasons I can assign for the good or bad yield of the 
several crops in this district are first, the weather, and 
second, the manner in which the ground has been 
treated. Drumahaire D. — The yield of the various 
crops in the several divisions of this district has been 
bad this year, and the cause is attributable to the 
almost constant rain during the season, which had a 
perishing effect upon all description of crops. Manor- 
hamilton D. — The good yield is caused by the land 
being good and well farmed, and the bad produce 
is owing to the land being bad, poor, and cold, and 
the owners not being able to manure it properly. 
There is a large percentage of the champion potato 
diseased this year with what is called the 11 dry rot,” 
and I am of opinion a change of seed would do a 
good deal to obviate such a loss to the farmer and 
public. Mohill D. — Owing to the very unfavourable 
weather which prevailed during the harvest, the hay 
and potato crops declined in value. 

Mayo County. Ballaghadereen — Generally speak- 
ing there has been a good yield of all the crops this 
year. The yield of potato and hay crops might have 
been better on some lands were it not for the wetness 
of the harvest. Ballina D. — The probable cause of 
the yield of the crops, as shown in rates of produce 
returns, was the weather. Bgllinrobe D. — The yield 
this year is good, and the quality of all, except hay, 
is good. This is due to our having had a little of all 
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sorts of weather during summer. It spoiled the hay 
with wet, but other crops were successful. Potatoes 
were nearly lost owing to the late wet weather, but 
are now nearly all saved. Oats, 4s. 6 d. per cwt ; 
first crop hay, Is. 6 d. per cwt. ; straw, Is. 3d. per 
cwt ; potatoes, 2\d. per stone, are the market prices. 
Belmullet D . — The yield of the various crops grown 
in this district has been generally good, and this may 
be attributed to the favourable weather both in the 
spring and autumn seasons. The potato crop has 
been improved by the introduction of new seed issued 
by the Relief Committees. Castlebar D . — The yield 
of the various crops this season is good, due probably 
to the rains we had in the early part of the season, 
and the dryness when they came to maturity, which 
enabled farmers to obtain the full produce. No wind 
to injure grain crops, or wet in haymaking season. 
The blight has come on potatoes this season to a very 
small extent so far. Cla/remorris D. — There was a 
fair average yield of all crops this year. The 
oat crop seems somewhat above the average. 
Newport D . — I have no observations to make regarding 
the crops in this district except regarding the potato 
crop; The yield is not very good, owing it is con- 
sidered, to the very wet season in this part of the 
country, and the people depended greatly on the 
“ Relief Seed ” they got, and they to a great extent 
failed. Swineford D . — There is nothing to complain 
about in this district as regards the crops. Westport 
D . — The potato crop in most parts of this district has 
been good and other crops fair. The harvest on the 
whole has been considered a good one and the crops 
are well saved. 

Roscommon County. Athlone R— The farmers 
regard the crops this season as fully up to the average. 


Boyle R— The crops in this district generally have 
given a fair yield. The potato crop promised to be 
very large but was injured by the wetness of the 
season. Castlereagh D. — Owing to the wet weather 
the oats and potatoes are an indifferent crop this 
season. Mangel and turnips are fairly good. 
Roscommon D. — The harvest here has been plentiful. 
The hay supply was mostly saved early in the season 
when the weather was good. There is no appearance 
of potato blight, and oats are good. Strokestown D.— 
The yield of the various crops this year is not so 
good as last year. This is caused by the bad wet 
season. 

Sligo County. Ballymote D. — The yield of the 
various crops cultivated in this district is cdnsidered 
good, and although the season was rather wet, it was on 
the whole favourable for farming purposes. I believe 
the good harvest may be attributed to the favourable 
season and increased industry. Easky D.— The crops 
in this district are in general better than they have been 
for some years past, caused by the mildness of the 
seasons. River. stown D.— The deficiency of the harvest 
this year I attribute to the wet season. The potato crop 
is only about half that of last year. The hay is not 
so bad, while on the other hand the oat crop is very 
fair. Sligo R— With the exception of the potato 
crop, the crops are fully up to the average. The late 
rams in latter end. of last month did great damage to 
potatoes, large numbers having rotted in the ground 
owing to the wet. Tobercurry D. — The yield of the 
crops in this district is on an average with last year ; 
but owing to the recent gales and heavy rain, nearly 
half of the potatoes are rotten. 
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
